I fear ‘several new 
mills are coming into the market.” They will 
come in, but, alas! how soon they will go out 
again! There can be no doubt whatever 
that the paper trade is very much depressed just 
now. The prospective is perhaps encouraging. 
At any rate, asa very large manufacturer told 
me last week, ‘‘ things can’t be much worse.” 

There is very little to say about the mills. 
Several are, I believe, for sale. Some are being 
enlarged, and others seem to be tolerably active. 
I don’t think [ford mill has yet found a pur- 
chaser. I notice Hornsby & Son, of Grantham, 
have disposed of their mills at Grantham to Mr. 
Jack, of Pegg’s Mill, Cramond, N, B.

The National Bank notes and fractional cur- | 
} rency, when first turned out of the Treasury, 
are very pretty to look at. Their crispness is a 
particularly attractive feature, and the bright 
green and moderate quantity of rose color are 
very pleasing to the eye. The engraving, too, 
is really artistic, and, taken in its entirety, Uncle 
Sam’s money when new may be pronounced 
very pretty money indeed. But, unfortu- 
nately, the National Bank note and the 
modest ten, twenty-five or fifty cent 
fractional currency pieces are subjected 
to very hard usage. First they may be 
handled by the dapper bank clerk, who 
understands their manipulation perfectly, 
and from whose hands they pass none the 
worse for the contact. ah Se man who 
clerk, who, disregarding their beauties, 
uses his unwashed digits that may a few 
|} moments previously have been engaged 
| in handling a nice flitch of bacon, to count 
the bills. The pork-butcher may be the 
next one to have temporary possession of 
the representatives of value, and while in 
| his custody they are sure to take on more 
or less of the badge of his calling. Prob- 
ably they repose next in the wallet of a 
fashionable lady, and the odors of the 
grease are neutralized by musk, ylang 
ylang, or some of the many popular per- 
fumes.

power engine, and at the same time jets of steam 
are injected into it, which speedily soften the 
massof paper. The moistened paper by its own 
gravity keeps dropping, and is reduced to a pulp 


| by the sharp ridges which form the inside of the 
| cylinder. 


After being subjected to this treat- 
ment for about thirty-six hours the cylinder is 
unlocked by the three officials and the pulp is 
then allowed to fall on an elevator, which con- 
veys it to a large tub, where it is thoroughly 
| cleansed, and all fatty matter removed by the 
agency of quicklime and soda. 

The washing of the pulp completes the process, 
and is finally dumped in a heap to lie until pur- 
| chased. Yesterday about $4,500,000 worth of 
fractional currency was placed in the macerater. 
This was an unusually large , the average 
“burnings,” as the maceratings are known, 
being much less. There is now an immense 
quantity of the pulp on hand, probably several 
hundred tons. This will be sold to paper manu- 
facturers.

Each of these pieces is composed of a plate hav- 
ing struck up from the centre a series of concavo- 
convex lugs, B, with openings between them, 
and along the outer edges of the plates, A, are 
formed teeth, a a, to go into the leather or other 
article used for the belt. 

The two parts of the belt fastening are locked 
together by a bolt, C, passing through the inter- 
locking staples, B B, as shown, firmly holding the 
pieces together with the ends of the belt, D, be- 
tween the teeth. 

The fastening thus constructed may be made 
of steel .or other hard material of suitable 
strength. 

It will be noticed that the teeth on opposite 
sides of the belt alternate, and there is an en- 
tirely smooth surface on the outside. The ten- 
sion of the belt holds the bolt, C, in place.

There was no haste to admit anyone, 
whether he was a paper-maker or not, nor can 
the assertion that the society was in haste to 
admit everyone who could pay his fees be 
proven. 

3d.°No member was cut off who complied with 
the rules, as the records of the society will show. 

4th, The Lenofit. was paid out to those who 
were entitled to it. 

5th. The Union 
members desired it. 

6th. The reason that a list of the members and 
the amount paid to each was not published was 
that no member desired that it should be pub- 
lished. 

The business of the society was conducted 
honestly, and not one single dishonest act has 
been committed by its officers, nor can one be 
proven. Now, Mr. Editor, I cannot see why the 
officers should be called to account by men who 
know nothing about the affairs of the Union. If 
your correspondents will bring some charges 
with some evidence on which to found them, the 
officers of the Union will show them to be false 
if the records of the Union will do it. That the 
President is a honest man no one who knows him 
doubts.
